In preparing treatments ol the genus Ch/siu L. lor the Flora o 
clcvi G Hciyaiia ^ Clalaloy/ze of the Vasc/tlar P Units of Fc/iculoi\ and Floret de C.olout- 
hia, it has become necessary to relegate the genera Helvetia. Havetiopus. 
Oedematop/is, Oiiapoya. and Pilosperma in synonymy under Clusia, in agree- 
ment with P. Stevens’ as yet unpublished treatment ol the family for the 
Families ami Genera ofVasadar Plants. A key to all the sections of Clusia 
wi 11 be presented in the treatment of the species now placed in Oedematopns 
(Pipoly & Boom, in prep.) along with the descriptions of several new ones, 
and the formal transfers of the genera Haretiops/s. Oedematopns, and Qnapoya 
to sections under Olnsia are in press m the Flora of the Venezuelan (jiiayana 
(Berry et ah, in press). Additional new names for some of the taxa in 
Oedematopns , the genus flavet/ei and the genus P ilospermei are necessary for 

areas outside those treatments.
